New Haven, Conn., November ‘Il.—; 
Former Secretary of the Treasury Les- | 
lie M. Shaw was the guest of honor and |

In the judgment of Mr. Shaw, the only 
weakness in the American monetary 
situation is that the money.is non- 
elastic, its volume does not respond to 
changing seasons and the varying needs 
of trade. 

“Had the national banks been empow- 
ered,’’ he said, “to issue additional cir- 
culation equa] to $0 per cent of their 
capital without a deposit to secure its 
redemption, but subject to a tax of 5 
per cent, an aggregate increase of $400.- 
000,000 would have been possible, and 
$200,000,000 would very likely have 
been issued. The people would have 
carried .to their safe deposit vaults, or 
taken home for concealment a national 
bank note as readily as gold certifi- 
cates, and they would have been just 
as .safe. 

“I do not believe it possible to make 
an elastic currency. based on collateral 
securities. It would be impracticable to 
have the government pass upon the sol- 
vency of commercia] paper deposited as 
a basis of circulation, and the banks 
would find it quite as difficult to get 
bonds with which to: secure additional 
circulation as to get the money itself.

bonds. 

“Of course, the banks should not .be 
permitted to issue this uncovered addi- 
tional circulation without the consent 
of the comptroller of the currency. By 
having the additional circulation identi- 
cal in form with the bonds secured, 
which we now have, the tncrease would 
pass unnoticed, and, therefore, ¢ause 
no alarm—a very important feature, as 
I view it.”

Increase in the Buying of 


Them Yesterday, 


Come From Sources That 
Have Been Quiet for the Past 
Two Weeks—At the Close 
the Market Appear- 
ed Strong.

New York, November 11.—There was appare 
ent some increase in the buying of stocks Im 
the early part of today, and commission 
houses reported that orders had come to them 
from sources that had been quiescent for sev- 
eral weeks. It was supposed that there were 
some ventures on margin, such as have been 
precluded ever since the financial conditions 
first became acute. It was obvious also that 
closing up of uncovered siort contracts played 
& part in the upward movement of prices. 
Observers in the board room were confirmed 
in the impression formed last week that the 
supply of. stocks in the market was 
searce. In one or two high-grade stocks the 
impression received practical confirmation in 
attempts to secure small blocks by successive 
advances in the bid by many points without 
bringing out any offerings. Low prices in the 
period of the crisis, of course, represented the 
sacrifices by borrowers of money who had 
to have it to repay loans on any terms. Now 
that urgent necessities of that character have 
been provided for, it becomes manifest that 
the large bulk of holders of securities feel 
10 disposition to sell a number of them at 
present prices. The buying did not follow 
up the advances with any animation, and the 
market sank into almost stagnant conditions 
after the buying had spent its force, Con- 
ditions near Wall street are working out to 
the satisfaction of banking and financia) au- 
thorities, and the field upon which most In- 
terest centers .is receiving more and more 
remotely from the immediate financial center, 
All eyes scan the horizon for signs to tell 
how far the reaction may have to go. The 
signs of reaction thus far manifest are by 
no means a suprise after the portentious 
warning given by the earthquake shock in 
New York. and confidence is not relinquished 
that the ulterior results may yet bo held with- 
in moderate limits. The duration of periods 
of wide spread and irrational distrust, such 
as that which has drawn down banking re- 
serves now, has proved short in previous ex- 
periences,. and has been followed, almost In- 
variably, by a reflux into bank reserves of 
such violence as to lead to something like 
redundancy in the mvuney market shortly 
afterwards. How soon such a resuit may 
come in the present occasion is not yet clea®, 
but that it will ultimately come is held to be 
certain. Last Saturday’s bank statement t!s 
belleved to mark the extreme measure of the 
effect the shock in New York, and the 
early reflection in the bank statement of gold 
arrivals, both in bul.ding up the cash shov’- 
ing and in releasing credits incurred for the 
engagement of the gold, will work early the 
beginning of the -ecuperation of the banking 
position. Much significance was attached to 
the announcement today that some of the 
earlier engagements of gold from T,ondon were 
canceled. Arrivals of South African gold in 
London today afforded supplies which were 
taken up for New York account, but there 
were no withdrawals fromthe Bank cf Eng- 
land for that account, and the private rata 
of discount in London receded. A less gatis- 
factory development was the continued 
urgency of the demand of currency in New 
York, which maintined the premium for some 
large Sums at about 3 per cent. Railway 
traffiC officlale were inclined to admit a 
slowing down In the rate of traffic on their 
lines, espefially those in the west. Western 
railroad stocks were conspicuous leaders, how- 
oa ge leg tele . on | profit-taking in .the 
ni ne ratiy at the close gave 
the market more of a professional appear- 
anee than it has offered for a month.

Chicago, November 11,—The wheat market 
opened strong becatse advances at the 
principal markets of Europe. An active gen- 
eral demand was in evidence here all day. 
Sentiment became more bullish toward the 
middle of the session, because of the advances 
northwestern market, and because of 
immense cl@éarances of wheat and flour at 
the seaboard, the exports today being esti- 
mated at 1,061,900 bushels.
